IM-OTISATIOU  SCIIEIlESs 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  uhooping  cough, 
poliomyelitis,  measles,  German  measles  and  tuherculosis , are  offered 
hy  the  County  Council  as  the  responsible  Health  authority. 

In  Octoher  19^8  the  immunisation  schedule  was  changed.  Primary 
immunisation  with  the  Triple  Antigen  (whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and 
Tetanus)  and  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  commenced  on  the  third  or 
fourth  month  of  life,  and  the  second  dose  is  given  two  months  later,  and 
the  third  dose  six  months  later.  This  scheme  gives  adequate  protection 
so  that  the  "booster”  dose  of  antigen  13  months  after  the  primary  course 
is  no  longer  necessary. 

The  reinforcing  dose  of  diphtheria/tetanus  antigen  given  at  5 years 
of  age  boosts  the  level  of  immunity.  School  leavers  in  the  penultimate 
term,  are  given  a further  reinforcing  dose  of  tetanus  toxoid.  In  the 
present  state  of  our  knowledge,  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that 
the  level  of  immunity  by  reinforcing  doses  of  tetanus  toxoid  be  maintained.

EllYIROmiENTAL  HEiiLTIIs 


1.  SSY/AGE  DISPOSAL 

Stage  I of  the  new  Sewage  Purification  plant  y;as  conimissioned  in 
April  and  apart  from  a few  teething  problems  the  project  can  be  rateii 
as  a success.  The  works  is  traditional  in  design  and  differs  from  the 
old  plant  in  its  treatment  of  sludge  by  mechanical  X)ressing  v/hich  is  an 
acceptable  human  ta-sk  as  opposed  to  drying  on  open  beds.  There  are  no 
smells  from  the  plant  and  the  effluent  is  v/ell  in  advance  of  the  required 
standards. 


The  number  of  properties  from  y/hioh  night  soil  is  collected  has  been 
reduced  to  single  figures. 

2.  PUBLIC  CLEAUCIIMG 


In  April  the  Council  changed  from  sleep  to  polythene  bin  liner  refuse 
collection  for  the  whole  of  their  district  and  at  the  sane  time  intro- 
duced an  incentive  bonus  for  the  collectors  to  assist  in  financing  the 
scheme.  The  service  is  efficient  and  clean  and  the  Council  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  being  one  of  the  first  Authorities  in  the  area  to 
institute  such  high  standards  of  hygiene. 

Streets  and  footpaths  are  mechanically  scavenged  on  a rota  base 
varying  fromi  daily  to  fortnightly  depending  on  road  classification  and 
location.

The  benefit  of  a winter  survey  and  treatment  was  again  borne  out  by 
a reduction  in  reports  of  rats  and  mice.  Over  IOO  wasps  nests  were 
destroyed. 

13.  HOUSDia 


The  Council  accepted  an  undertaking  not  to  relet  one  unfit  dwelling 
from  which  the  tenant  was  rehoused.  Informal  action  secured  v/orks  to 
keep  other  properties  in  a fit  state  for  habitation.
